pies adopted at the Chicago m eeting,: 
it is stated bere. Roosevelt is not 
expected, however, to declare for La 
Follette or any other particular lead­ 
er. 
Garfield’s plan at Chicago will be' 
a declaration of progressive princi­ 
ples, he is expected to follow the 
meeting in a declaration for progres­ 
sive republicans to oppose Taft for 
the republican nomination. Garfield 
does not believe a declaration for La 
Follette at Chicago will help the pro-, 
gressive cause. He wants the progres­ 
sive? of all states to pledge dele-! 
gates to a progressive anti-Taft man: 
for president and allow a caucus o f 1 
progressives at the convention to de­ 
termine the leader. If La Follette j 
proves the strongest candidate, he t 
will be the man to make the fight. 
Garfield's action means that every1 
district in Ohio progressive candi­ 
dates for delegate to the republi-j 
can national convention will be put 
up at the spring primary. These men 
will be pledged to vote for the pro­ 
gressive candidates agreed upon to 
oppose Taft.

States Growing Rapidly 
and Supply May Be 
Depleted 


WASHINGTON, 
Oft. 
13.— Inci­ 
dentally with the plan of Secretary 
of Navy Meyer to abandon the un­ 
used navy yards of the nation, it has 
developed here th at if the plan goes 
through, the only woman

world in command of a navy yard 
will lose her job. 
Com m andant Metcalfe, in charge 
of what is known 
on 
Uncle Sam s 
hooks as the Sackett's harbor navy 
yard, is a woman. By that fact a lo n e, 
she makes the United States navy 
unique among all the navies of the 
world, as none other has a woman in 
command of any 
naval establish­ 
ment. 
For official purposes it m atters 
not that *he station at Sackett’s h ar­ 
bor, which is on the lake shore of 
New- York, at the source of t he St. 
Lawrence river, consists only of a 
flagpole, and th at the only ships are 
some hulks which have been rotting 
in the shallow* water since the war 
of 1812. Congress has never given 
permission for the abandonm ent of 
the navy yard, and so it goes on. 
In 1906 Albert ll. Metcalfe w’as 
holding the position as commandant, 
thought he was not an officer of the 
navy. In March of th at year he died,; 
and President Roosevelt appointed 
his widow to his post. The only duty 
is that of raising the flag daily, and 
seeing th at no one walks off with 
the worthless naval Junk.

Already the nations are beginning 
to be worried about the supply of 
iron ore. and this fact makes the ad­ 
vance of alum inum take on a tre ­ 
mendous 
importance. 
Back of the 
Franco-German 
trouble over Mor­ 
occo. for example, 
is 
said to lie. 
among other things, the fact th at 
Morocco has vast su plies of iron ore 
w hich Germany n eed s‘and covets. 
Not over a generation ago, alum i­ 
num was little more than a curiosity, 
principally because of its low specific 
gravity. It was worth $15 a pound 
or more, and its total production in 
the United States was less than IOO 
pounds a year, notwithstanding the 
fact that alum inum 
is 
the 
most 
abundant of all the m etals in the 
e a r th s crust, of which alum inum 
oxide forms about 15 per cent. 
Consumption Increases 
The consumption of alum inum in 
the United States for 1910 was 17,- 
734,000 pounds, with a total value 
of nearly 012.000.000. The price, it 
is thus seen, has dropped from about I 
$1 an ounce to about 25 cents a1 
pound or one and one-half cents an 
ounce. Tho supply, according to the 
geological survey experts, Is practi­ 
cally unlimited, only awaiting a cheap 
process of extraction. It is at pres­ 
e n t produced only from beauxite, a 
comparatively scarce mineral.
